At first substitute one bottle feeding, 
about midday.

this from a spoon or cu|>. If he re- 
fuses, then resort to the bottle. At the 
end of three or four days, If ho seems 
well, give two bottle, or cup feedings 
instead of one. At the end of a month 
or six weol'B ho will he weaned.

ture. Test by dropping on the bare 
forearm. 


It is a mistake 
to withdraw 
the 


breast abruptly and give nothing but 
modified milk.

The care of baby's clothing is aJl 


important. It must be kept scrupu- 


• lously clean, and washed with clean 


water and pure white soap. Diapers 
should not be dried and then used a 
second time.

enameled or stone pail ot water, kept 
for the purpose, and washed out every 
day. Flannels carelessly washed will 
Inflame lender skin.

dressed according to comfort. A cot- 
ton shirt should be substituted for 
wool, and a knitted belly band of cot- 
ton for the woolen one.

HOW 
TO BUILD THE 
BRIDGE 


I£ the city of Lowell wauls a really good bridge at Pawtucketville, 


at (he lowest possible cost, there is a plain and open way of doing it. 
It is tlie way outlined in an interview which one of the most prominent 
contractors of the city gave to The Sun last Tuesday, and is at the same 
time the way prescribed by prudence, by a sound business sense and by 
the city charter. 
It is the only safe and sure way, but it is not the way 


that has beea followed up to' the present in transactions regarding the 
proposed structure. 


In the first place the city should call in an architect who is at the 


same time a bridge expert to design and plan the bridge in all its details. 
The Massachusetts Institute of Technology turns out such experts every 
year, men who have specialized in the designing and construction of 
bridges, and there is not a large contracting company in the country 
that has not such an expert cither on its staff or attached to it in an 
advisory capacity. 
It would be easy for Lowell to secure the services 


of an engineer or architect whose work and reputation would be above 
criticism." Having secured such an expert, the municipal council might 
face the public without fear of adverse comment. 


It would be the duty of this engineer to figure out the style of bridge 


necessary, the spans, the number of piers and arches, the strain, every- 
thing in fact relating to bridge construction. 
He would bo expected to 


. plan" for a satisfactory bridge which, without being too costly, would 


combine utility with architectural grace. He would be required to estimate 
the nraouut of material and the type of material to He used. 
So far 


so good. 


It would now remain for the city to submit such plans and specifica- 


tions to the Locks and Canals company, the Bay State company and the 
federal authorities, and having secured permission for the erection 
from 


all to call.for bids from Lowell contractors. 
Competition should be open 


to all comers and there are half a dozen firms in this city who could erect 
the bridge, under the supervision of the bridge expert selected by the city

ROME. June 23. via Paris, June 24, 


S.15 a. m.—The official statement is-' 
sued tonight at the headquarters of 
the general staff of the 'Italian army 
was as follows: 


"Along the entire front there has 


been an artillery duel between pieces 
of heavy and medium calibre. 
The 


enemy endeavored last night to attack 
particularly Montepiano, Val Grande, 
Val Piccolo, Cresmaverze, (situated be- 
tween Plazzocollina and Zeillenkofee) 
and CreKtaverde. which were occupied 
by our troops yesterday. 


"During the night of June 21-22 and 


continuing the following day, the en- 
emy made 
three desperate 
attacks 
against our position at Frelkofel. All at- 
tacks.were successfully resisted by the 
splendid fire of, our'artillery and th 
use of hand grenades. The enemy lefc 
200 bodies on the battlefield. 


"In the Bay of Plezzo preparations
